We publish in another part of this morning's 
Herald s carefully written and well reasoned article 
from I lie oldest Di m cratic journal in Connect! 
eat — the Hartford Times. The theory of this 
article is strikingly similar to lhat which has been 
put f.Twaril in these columns, and is one which 
cannot fail to recommend uself to every man of 
common souse. 

In the first place it is assumed that the election 
ties between the Democracy and the Republicans.

JOHN C. BRECKINRIDGE. 

A GltAPHIC SKETCH. 

To sketch JohnC. Breckinridge is no easy task, 
t'lie diliiculty is to keep lite pen in proper res- 
traint, lor such i9 the inspiration ol the theme, 
that the temptation to ruu off into panegyric is 
almost irresistible. Let us give a few dates, and 
thci pass to a presentation of the man himself; 
lor, afterall, it is a view of the liwug coming! 
man the people want, and not a lesson in chron- . 
ology: 

J ihk C. Breckinridge Ii thirty-nine years old, i 
and Vice President of the United .States. He is | 
a Kentuekian, horn near Lexington, January 16, 
ltflJl, and is a scholar, lawyer, and soldier. For i 
these pursuits, he was educated at Centre Col- 
lege, Princeton, Transylvania Institute, and on 
the field of Mexico. After tn« close ol the 
Mexican war, he returned to his practice at the 
har. hut was soon elected to the Legislature of! 
Kentucky, and very soon after that again to the j 
National House of Representatives, where he. 
served from IrSi to '6i>. During the latter 
period he was offered the mission to Spain by Pres- 
ident Pierce. This was a glittering temptation 
to so young a man, but after a short reflection 
the proffer was modestly hut firmly declined, he- I 
cause his business a id personal affairs required 
home attention, and because of his desire to with- 
draw for a time from public life. This purpose he 
obeyed, until the Cincinnati Convention, ill lt-56, 
by its spontaneous suffrage, afterwards confirmed 
by the people, made him Vice President of the 
United States, By virtue of this ollice, he is now 
presiding over the American Senate. His term 
docs not expire until the lid of March, [861, but ! 
he has alreadj been returned to the Senate, to re- 
present the State ol Kentucky, from thaldav until 
March 3d, D67. 

Tnis i- a skeleton sketch of Mr. Breckinridge's 
career. Much might he said about it, but its 
great distinctive teature is its pre eminent suc- 
cess. In college he was the chief of his com- 
rades, and the brightest intellect in every class 
— at the bar he was prominent from the very start 
— in the armv he stepped at once Into a conspic- 
uous rank auf high esteem — in the Legislature 
he was the acknowledged liist orator of the "no- 
toriously eloquent State ot Kentucky" — in the 
broader theater of Congress, he was, bv univer- 
sal content, the leader and champion of his party, 
and ablest exponent of its policy — while in his 
latest and highest position, it is his characteristic 
distinction to have been elected at the age of 
thirty-live, when eight years younger than the 
voungest of his predecessors, and to have dis 
charged the duties of the President ol the Sen- 
ate with a grace, dignity, and justice, unsurpassed 
by the olde-t and ablest of them all. Such a 
career could not tail, an I of course h is not failed, 
to attract the widest public notice. // wiusf mean 
something. 

Let us now present the man. Major Breckin- 
ridge, is in person about six feet high, with a 
lithe, well knit, gracelul torm — moulded for nc 
tivfy and strength Accordingly, he has always 
been fond of manly and athletic sports, surpass 
ing his fellows in these as in other contests, lor he 
never tailed to beat them all. Indeed, there is a 
welt authenticated instance, in one ol his excit- 
ing campaigns, of his "jumping into the affec- 
tions" of a squad of the Kentucky sovereigns, 
and getting their votes In beating them all at a 
long leap, which lie did without any trouble what 
«rer. As usual In all cases of great lore) of 
character, he has strongly marked features — the 
broad, high, impending forehead of the man of 
mind, and the in issivc jaw and firmly set mouth 
betokening resolute will and courage. His hair 
— now a very little silvered — is dark, and thrown 
back from Ins temple, and his eye is like an 
eagle's. When absorbed in thought his face 
wears a severe aspect, but in social life, it is a 
line manly countenance, overflowing with genial, 
frank, and kindly sympathies. But itisonly when 
aroused in debate that you see the lull play of 
his expressive featuies. Then they are lit up by 
lightning; but uo art of woids can reproduce that 
pictute on paper. 

To convey any clear idea of Breckinridge as n 
parliamentary speaker, it is necessary to give 
specimen extracts frost his retorted speeches, but 
in a sketch so limited in plan as this, these must 
be confined to the briefest space or excluded alto- 
gether. Those who would see how his speeches 
look in print should read his vindication of Gener 
al Butler, his views of the Nebraska bill, his ad- 
dress on leaving the old Senate Chamber, and his 
eulogium up in Henry Clay. They are lair samples 
of his style in debate and in a set speech- But 
while they illustrate his nervous and eiegant die 
tlbn, his statesmanlike views, and his lofty tone 
of mind, they yet fail utterly to give a true im 
prcssion of him as an orator. Kor the charm of 
manner is not set down with the words, the musi- 
cal intonation, the telling emphasis, the gracelul 
and significant gesture, the high and chivalrous 
bearing, the deep lervor of pas?ion and the elec- 
tric fire ol his eye are all lost. Yet these nre 
the qualities by which he is sure to magnetize his 
auditors into sympathy, captivate their judgments, 
and inllime them with his own enthusiasm. Until 
some subtle urocess is discovered by which the 
reporter can catch these qualities and chrystalize 
them into words, all vei bal attempts to de-cribe 
Breckinridge's oratory mu-t fail. 

A reference to two occasions will suffice to il- 
lustrate all that need fuilher be said of Major 
Breckinridge as a speaker. 

During the heat of the Presidential canvass of 
184^, certain rumors were current about intrigues 
between General Wm O. Butler and the Free- 
soil Democrats, whereby it was alleged that the 
former had secured the support of the Free soil- 
ers, by pledging himself in advance to give them 
certain patron ge and position, if elected. This, 
Breckinridge knew to be false, and indignant that 
sueli calurauies should be raised against so good a 
man, who was at once Ids commander, his COD- 
stitueut and his friend, he rose at the first fitting 
occasion, in the House, and poured out his heart 
in a vindication that silenced the slander forever, 
and carried everybody away ca;tive. Alterie-ui 
ing a letter from General B., iully disproving the 
charge, he said: '1 dare affirm that is the letter 
of a patriot and an nODSSt in in; perhaps too hon- 
orable for political advancement, in these times, 
yet he has not a friend who would not rather see 
him sink beneath the manly avowal of his prin- 
ciples and those ot hi., State, than to see trim 
creep Into power by betraying both. What the 
effect of this may oe, in certain quarters, I know 
not; but I defy any man wh»se heart cherishes 
the love of honor, to read these letters without 
admiring the man who wrote them. '.1// the hered 
llarij instincts of his race spurn concealment 
and evasion.'" Alluding to the rumors again, 
Mr. B , said: "If they were true, General Butler 
would be eternally dishonored, because the pub 
lie mm betrays Ins party, who comes under obli 
gatioii to less than the Whole, and he who makes 
agreements with factions or sections, lorfeits the 
Confidence of all the rest. But they are not true. 
In the name of the Kentucky democracy I denv 
them / meet them recoiling from the spotless 
character of their object, ami 1 trample tuem 

BENEATH MY PERT." 

As he spoke this last sentence, his voice made 
the hall ring again, and graspingat the "recoil- 
ing" slanders he dashed them to his leet, and 
"trampled on them," as though he was crush- 
ing out their very life. The whole House 
was electrified, and there was a sympathetic 
and spontaneous movement amongst the spec- 
tators, as it to aid the chivalric young ontor ill 
his noble purpose. Upon this occasion he inci- 
dentally toucheJ upon the subjects ot "The can't 
about Progress" and "Seeking the Presidency," 
in a manner not to be forgotten, anil in the latter 
case especially wall to be remembered at the 
present time. Upon the firmer he said: "Let 
me now say a wont upon this question of progress. 
1 profess to be a friend of rational progress; but 
I want n > wild and visionary progress that would 
sweet) away all the immortal principles of our 
forefathers. I want to progress in the line of the 
principles of our fathers; I want a steady and 
rational advance — not beyond the limits of the 
Federal Constitution — bull am alraid that such 
progress as is now talked of would carry us clear 
away (rom that sacred instrument. I want to 
progress by ameliorating the condition of the 
people by just, lair, and equal laws, and by 
simplicity, frugality, and justice marking the oper- 
ations of the FederaJ Government. Above all, 
I hope to see the Democratic party adhering to 
the ancient and distinguishing landmarks ol its 
policy. These are my opinions on progress." 



Upon the charge that General Butler was a 
mum candidate, and referring to the disgraceful 
spectacles, latterly seen, of candidates struggling j 
for the Presidency, he said: "What would gentle 
men have? Would they have him (Gen. Butler) 
to roam over the country clamoring for support, - 
and spreading his sails to every puoular excite- , 
merit? General Butler has remained, with quiet 
dignitv, at his house in Kentucky; he hasnot ming- 
led in this Presidential strile. To my mind, sir, itis 
a noble spectacle It is the homage he pays to the 
good sense and capacity ol his countrymen. This 
course carries the mind back to the earlier and 
purer days of the Republic, and recalls the mem- 
ory ol those really great men who neither sought 
nor declined the Presidency. The avidity with 
which high offices are sought, now a days, I re- [ 
gard as the worst, the very worst sign of the 
t>nies. From it, as from a copious fountain. How 
corruption, extravagance, profligacy, nationaldis- 
graced I hope that the Chief Magistrate of this 
Union will ever lie designated by the spontaneous 
voice of the people, and that the citizen who is 
honored by the public choice may deserve the 
place lor his services, his virtues — and his mod- 
esty." 

While Major Breckinridge was ever a party 
opponent of Henry Clay, he always entertained 
the most ardent admiration tor the man; and im 
proved everv occasion to express : t. In the speech 
from which the loregoing extracts are quoted, he 
relerred to the name of Clay as "that name more 
potent to rally his clansmen than any in Ameri- 
can history, save that ol Jackson." It was the 
knowledge ol this feeling, together with the fact 
that he represented the "Ashland District," that 
caused him to be selected by the House as its 
principal speaker at the funeral solemnities held 
in honor of that statesman. Those who were 
present will never forget the impression made by 
Breckinridge on that occasion. "Asa leader in 
a deliberate body," said he, "Mr. Clay had no 
ton] in America. In him intellect, person, elo- 
quence and oourage united to form a char, cter fit 
to command. He fired with hisown enthusiasm, 
and controlled by his amazing will individuals and 
masses No reverse could crush his spirit, nor 
defeat reduce him to despair. Equally erect and 
dauntless in prosperity and adversity; when sue 
eessful, he moved to the accomplishment of his 
purposes with severe resolution; when defeated, 
he rallied his broken bands around him and from 
bis eagle eye shot along the ranks the contagion 
of his own courage. Destined for a leader, he 

everywhere asserted his destiny. In his long and 
eventful life lie came in contact with men of all 
ranks and professions, but he never felt that he 
was in the presence of a man superior to himself. 
In the assemblies of the people, at the bar, in 
the Senate — everywhere within the ciicle of his 
personal presence he assumed and maintained a 
position of pre eminence. The entire absenre 
of equivocation or disguise in all his acts w as lii- 
HBaster-key to the public heart. He neter pal 
tered in a double sense. The country was nev 
er in doubt as to his opinions or purposes. In all 
the contests of his time, his position on great 
public questions was as clear as the noonday sun 
in a cloudless i-kv . Sir, standing by the grave ol 
this great man. and considering these things, how 
Contemptible does appear all the legerdemain ol 
politics? What a reproach on his life is that 
false policy which would trille with a great and 
upright people. If I were to write his epitaph, 1 
would inscribe as the highest eulogy on the stone 
which shall mark his resting-place, 'Here lies a 
man who was in the public service for fifty years 
and never attempted to deceive his country- 
men.' " 

Thus Breckinridge went on, and as he paid the 
rteo tribute of his chivalric nature to his deceas- 
ed friend, he seemed to have transfused the very 
sou! of the departed statesman into his own — 
The troth is, the natutes and qualities of the two 
men were much alike, and it was, therefore, a 
natural and easy thing for Breckinridge to-appre- 
eiate Clay and describe him as eloquently and 
truly as he did. He had but to speak from bis 
own heart. The same remjrk may be in ide of 
his noble description of General Butler — "All the 
hereditary instincts of his race spurn concealment 
or evasion." "He is a man port) and incorrupti- 
ble, a Democrat of the Jackson temper; a states 
mini without guile, sir, and as a soldier, why the 
very Bayard of bis country, the Knight without 
fear and without reproach." Those who know 
Breckinridge will scarcely need to be told that 
these grand descriptions of noble qualities nre 
but the reflex of his own Sterling character. 

The wonderful success of Mr. Breckinridge 
has been already relerred to, simply as an exist- 
ing fact, but some reference to its cause and diame- 
ter, and to its correlative — his popularity — is nee 
essarv to complete even this hasty sketch. His 
first election to Congress was a wonderful achiev- 
ment. The District for which he was returned 
was the district and home of Henry Clay. It 
was Whig bv a majority of sixteen hundred. His 
Competitor, General Leslie Combs, was one of 
the shrewdest tacticians and atdest debaters in 
Kentucky. Yet, Mr. Breckinridge, beating down 
thie heavy majority, and thhmronpantngonhH, was 
elected bv a majority of motv than five hundred. 
I he result was a subject of remark in all politi- 
cal circles. In his secend canvass the Wings 
evinced a resolute purpose to recover the Dis- 
trict, and brought into the field Governor Letch- 
er — an experienced campaigner — of great ability 
and established reputation, and altogether the 
strongest Whig in the State. The can vats was 
of the hottest kind, ami, as many will remember, 
the interest and excitement spread over the whole 
country. But the second victory of the rising 
young Democrat was even more signal than the 
first. 

Following this came the proffered mission to 
Spain and its modest declinature. Then the spon- 
taneous call to the Vice Presidency, then his 
election to the Senate, and now the deep and 
strong under current of popular feeling in his fa- 
vor for the Presidency. Such unparalleled sue- 
cess — especially in our country, and for so young 
a man — does not of course pass without emphat. 
ic remark. It is debated sometimes in popular 
style, and sometimes with philosophical gravity. 
Some dispose of the matter in a summary way on 
the simple theory cf "luck." This argument 
c.i ni.o t certainly be logically disproved. Others 
say because he is a fine, genial, high -spirited fel- 
low; but there are hundreds of men of that char- 
acter who are never heard of beyond i tie small 
circles in which they move. There are those 
again who refer his popularity and success to 
bis brilliant talents, but there are many merely 
brilliant men who live unsuccessful and die ob- 
scure. There arc still others who deduce his in- 
tellectual and political power as necessary physi- 
ological or psycologieal results of the blood that 
| Is in him. They argue that not only his lather, 
] hie grandfather, and all bie kinsmen on the Breck- 
I inndge side, were men of might and high sense 
: of honor, but that so were his ancestors on the 
maternal side, beginning with old Witherspoon, 
i of the Declaration of Independence, and coming 
down to the present; that his family, throughout 
our whole existence as a nation, has made its 
mark upon the politics and morals of the country, 
and that it is because he is sprung from such a 
race of men that he has run such a splendid ca- 
reer. But all this is wide of the mark. The 
true source of it all is the m m himself, and in 
the common sense of the people. It issheer im- 
possibility to account for it on any other grounds. 
He may be aptly described in his own words ap 
plied to Butler and Clay, for he possesses the 
great qualities of both. He is a man pure and 
incorruptible, a Democrat of the Jackson temper, 
a statesman without guile — all the hereditary in- 
stincts of his race spurning concealment or eva- 
sion; and in him Intellect, person, eloquence, 
and courage unite to form a character fit to com 
1 mind. If r.e were not such a mm, lie would 
j have met with no such uninterrupted success, and 
had no such surprising popularity* 

But few of our conventional great men bear 
the test of close inspection. It is a subject of 
; common remark that nearly all of them are 
j dwarfed into the merest mediocrity by close and 
I familiar observation. In most cases it is essen 
| tially the fact that "distance lends enchantment 
| to the view." But Breckinridge is proof against 
the severest of all tests The closer you see him, 
the greater and belter he looks. This is the ex 
parlance of the people of ult parlies, and espcci 
ally the Representatives who go aunuallv to 
Washington; and when they go home — penetra- 
ting, as they do, all parts of the eountrv — thev 
relate it to their friends and neighbors, and it be 
comes the fixed sentiment ot the people. Here 
is the true ground work of Breckinridge's great 
popularity. It pervades the entile b dy of the 
Democratic party. It is in the people's hearts. 
No forced, hot house growth, bat Indiginont. 



The difference between it and the factitious popu- ] 
larity worked up to order, by small party leaders, 
is the same as the difference between the ap- 
plause ot paid clatjuers at a theatre, and that 
spontaneous, Irrepressible, electric shout that goes ! 
up shaking the very walls, when the hearts ol the 
people are truly touched. 

Thus tar Mr. Breckinridge has been considered 
chiefly with reference to the causes that have 
centered upon htm so large of public attention and 
favor; and not at all in his relation to the Presi- ' 
dency, as, in no usual sense of the term, is he a | 
candidate for that office. It is true that quite a 
nun her of delegates to the Charleston C mven- i 
tion have declared a maiked preference for bim 
above all others, but such expressions come from 
no procurements of his; they are but the simple ! 
and natural results of the high esteem in which i 
he is held. Enough, however, has been said to ; 
show that Mr. Breckinridge is, in every respect, a 
character worthy to be President ol the United 
Stales. If the qualifications that were regarded 
as essential in the Chief Magistrate in the I 
earlier and purer days of the Republic, are still I 
held to be important, then he is most worthy ol 
all that are likely '.o be considered at Charleston. 
He presents a reputation without blemish, great 
intellectual ability, intimate knowledge of public 
affairs, integrity that no man would dare ap- 
pro ich with a corrupt or tjue-tionable proposi- 
tion, commanding force of character, fidelity to 
his party organization, controlled by that high 
sense of public duty which holds right and justice 
to be superior to party obligations; and with all 
ihese lie presents the very prime of a vigorous 
manhood, tempered by a judgment and discretion 
that thus lar have been singularly free from error 
or fault. 

There can be no doubt that, posessing these 
qualities us he dues, Mr. Breckinridge would, as 
President, be governed by wise and patriotic 
views, and that his administration ot public af 
fairs would be so able anil pure as to command 
respect and confidence at home and abroad. But 
it has so happened of late years, that Presiden- 
tial candidates have been selected on very differ- 
ent grounds from those just mentioned.

It can hardly be expected that 
the Charleston Convention will be more exempt 
from such influences than its predecessors, wheth- 
er of its own or the Republican party. But in 
this regard it may prove to be lortunate for the 
Democrats, and a subject of future congratula- 
tion forlhc eountrv, that eminent fitness and the 
highest availability unite in the person of John 
C. Breckinridge. His w ide-spread popularity,, the 
hearty good will of the masses of his party, and 
the prestige of his unbroken success against great 
odds, may open the eyes of the delegates to mer- 
its they might not other* ise care to exami.ie. 

But the genuine popular feeling in favor of 
Breckinridge may of itself work wonders, as it 
did in the "Ashland District" and al Cincinnati. 
If not suppressed by extraordinary means, il must 
produce its usual effects at Charleston, and should 
lie be nominated, the lightning flash that makes 
it known to the Democratsof the Union will wake 
a responsive shout such as has nol gone up from 
that party since ti e days of Jackson.

Adjutant Gereral's Orders. 

Adjutant General's Oeeice, l 
FraNBFOBT. April 17, I860, i 

BY direction of the Governor of the State, the at- 
tention of the proper civil officers is called to the 
following provisions of the Now Militnr> Law, which 
relate to the enrollment of the whole body of the 
Militia, viz: 

ARTICLE II. 

*'$ L The Enrolled Militia shall consist of all able- 
bodied white male persons between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five j ears, who may be citizens or res- 
idents of the State, except persons who have served 
not less than five years in the Army or Navy of the 
L'nited States, persons who may be active members 
of the Volunteer .Militia, and persons already exempt 
from military service by tho laws of the United 
States or of this State. 

" $ 2. It shall bo the duty of the assessors to pre- 
pare a list annually of all persons liable to be enroll- 
ed, living within their respective limits; and they 
shall annually make out a roll or list of all such 
names, and place it, before the first day of June, in 
the hands of the clerk of the county court of the 
county in which such persons live: and it shall be 
the duty of every such clerk, immediately thereafter, 
to record said roll or list of names, in a book to be 
provided for that purpose, in the same manner as 
other books of record are provided; and such record 
shaU bo deemed a sufficient notification to all per- 
sons whose names are thus recorded, that they nave 
been enrolled in the Militia. 

"^4. That it shall be a tho duty of the clerk of every 
county court to transmit to the Adjutant General of 
the State prior lo tho first day of September, in every 
year, an annual return, stating the number of tho 
Milit ia of such county that have been enrolled. 

'* $ 5. That for the services required by this act. of 
the assessor and county court clerk, there shall be al- 
lowed to each of these officers the sum of one cent 
for each name returned by the assessor and enrolled 
b> the clerk. 

"$ 0. All county clerks, assessors, sheriffs, or other 
civil officers, upon whom are devolved the aisoharge 
of specific duties under this act, who shall neglect or 
refuse to obey theprovisionsof law herein specified, 
shall forfeit and pay not more than five hundred nor 
less than twenty dollars for each and every offense, to 
be recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction, 
for the uso of the Commonwealth. 

For the purpose of organizing the Enrolled 
Militia, each county shall be considered a regimental 
district; and all existing military districts and i flices 
therein are hereby abolished. 

At the first annual election held after the 
passage of this act. a Colonel and Lieut. Colonel shall 
be elected by the persons iu each regimental district 
subject to enrollment, in the same manner, and at 
the same time a ml places, and under the same forms, 
that civil officers arc chosen at said election: and the 
result of the election for such Colonel and Lieuten- 
ant Colonel shall be certified by the board of exam- 
iners to the Adjutant General of the State; and in 
the event of a vacancy occurringor existing in cither 
of said offices, it should be filled in the same man- 
ner as is above provided, at the next ensuing annual 
election; but the Commander-in-Chief shall have 
authority tu order a special election to fill such va- 
cancy." 

The objects of the abovo sections of the law are, 
firstly, to « btain a full enrollment of the entire Mili- 
tia of the State, with a view of enabling the Adju- 
tant General to make a completcreturn to the gener- 
al government, as a basis on which to draw our full 
onota of arms; and, secondly, to provide, by the elec- 
tion of proper officers in every county, for a complete 
orsanization of the Enrolled Militia into companies, 
battalions, and regiments. The assessors will use 
every means to make their lists as complete as possi- 
ble; and the county clerks are desired to make their 
returns to my office as soon as practicable after en- 
rollment. The actual number of persons enrolled, 
and not the names, will bo reported by the county- 
clerks to my office. 

£ etsosfl id' Article IV make-* it the special duty of 
the Adjutant General to see that the "offices of 
Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel in each r'gimental 
dietriet shall be constantly filled." In obedience to 
this injunction. 1 therefore call the attention of the 
proper civil officers to Section 8. Article II, herein 
quoted. A column will be opened in the poll books 
at everyplace of voting in each county, at the next 
August election. to record the votes for tho offices of 
Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel for tho regimental 
district; and the hoard of examiners are desired to 
report the result of such election as early as practi- 
cable. All persons in tho county liable to bo enroll- 
ed, and no others, will be entitled to vote for those 
officers. 

As soon as the Colonel is commissioned, instruc- 
tion-: will l>" given for his guidance in organizing his 
regimental district.

BY direction of the Governor of the State, 1 hero- 
b call tho attention id* the commandants of ex- 
isting military companies, organized under the old 
law, to the following provisions of the new Military 
Law. to-wit: 

"$tf5. Within ninety days after thepassage of this 
act every existing military company which nas been 
furnished with State arms shall conform to the re- 
quirements ot thU act which relate to mustering 
new companies into the State Guard: but it shall not 
be an absolute requisite that such companies shall 
have the full strength required for new companies, 
or that the members of such companies shall be 
eighteen years of age. The commanding officer under 
the present organization of such companies shall 
make out a statement of all arms, equipments, and 
public propertj in possession of the company and of 
its members, nnd submit the same to the county 
judge, who. if be deem it expedient, shall indorse on 
said statement that it is with his sanction that said 
arms and equipments arc held by said company; after 
which indorsement the arm** and equipments so de- 
scribed shall be charged against such county in like 
manner as if they had been issued as provided in 
cases of new companies mustered into the service 
under this act. 1 he statement of arms, thus indors- 
ed, together with the commander's report of the 
strength of the company, shall be transmitted to the 
inspector general, who shall cause the company to be 
mustered into the State Guard, and the election of 
officers to take place in the same manner as is pro- 
vided Jor a new company. 

"$*Jt>. Should'any existing company fail, within 
tho required time, to comply with the above pre- 
scribed conditions, it shall be considered as disband- 
ed; and it shall be the duty of the county attorney, 
or the Commonwealth's attorney for the district in 
which such disbanded company existed, on the rep- 
resentation of any officer o I tho Aeiivo Mititia, to 
take tho necessar> leg il sups to obtain tho restitu- 
tion of the State arms and other property which had 
been issued for the use of such eompany. 

" $ 27. After the expiration of ninety days from the 
passage of this net. no person who is not a member 
of the Active Militia, shall retain or have in his pos- 
session, at any time, arms or military equipments be- 
longing to the State, unless they have been properly 
issued to such person in pursuance of law. and he 
shall be permitted by proper authority to retain the 
same in the discharge of a public duty; and no per- 
son, whether of the Active, Militia or not, shall use 
any public arms or equipments for his private use; 
under t he penalty, iu either of the above cases, of not 
le>s than five dollars for each offense, to be recovered 
before a justice of the peace, on information by the 
county attorney; or in the case of a member of the 
Active Militia, it may bo recovered by sentence of a 
court mart ial. 

"598, No public arms or equipments of any kind 
shall hereafter be issued to any person not members 
of the Active Militia, except in time of war, insur- 
rection, or public danger so imminent that the com- 
mander-in-chief shall consider that tho public 
safet) requires him to make the issue."
